Key West, Fla., August 19.—Among the 
passengers on the Mascotte tonight was 
Arturo Alvarez, a member of the last expe- 
dition of the Three Friends. He reports 
that only seven members of the expedition 
have been killed to date and five made 
pris@&ers. The balance, about forty, with 
all ammunition, are with General Agurre, 
near Havana. 

He says that there is much hatred ex- 
pressed at the Americans in and around 
Havana and is informed that orders have 
been given to ki!l any Cuban caught who 
claims American citizenship. He also 
claims to have witnessed the killing of 
young Govin, who, he claims, was first se- 
curely bound and then hacked to pieces. 

He reports a battle on the 17th near 
Guanabacoa between General Aquirre and 
3,000 Spaniards under command of General 
Ochoa, the murderer of young Govin. The 
Spaniards lost seventy-two killed.

Declaration Accepted. 
Chicago, August 19.—Before leaving for 
New York tonight Senator Thurston ac- 
cepted as conclusive proof of the falsity 
of the charge the statement made yester- 
day by Mr. Bryan thy.t he had never been 
in the employ of the silver mine owners or 
silver associations. Senator Thurston, at 
Madison, Wis., recently quoted the charge 
as originally made in the editorial columns 
of The Chicago Chronicle and called on Mr.

Sccialism Asserted in the Law. 

The underlyin:m principle of socialism, 
that everything that a man owns he holds 
for the state, is asserted more and more 
frequently. The statutes of every state 
eontain laws that would have seemed un- 
warrantable invasions of private rights not 
many years ago. Such legislation as the 
collateral inheritance tax, the graduated in- 
come tax, the graduated tax on the eStates 
of deceased persons when adopted, and 
the character and number of the uses for 
which money is now raised by taxation. 

The most important and longest part of 
the address is devoted to railway reorgani- 
gation—it is based upon a statute of Ken- 
tucky, which, for the first time, attempts 
to deal with this subject, and which the 
address considers as a step “in the right 
direction, as it enables the courts to pro- 
tect the interests of investors by making 
every reorganization of a railway the sub- 
ject of judicial investigation and securing 
for every interest a hearing. 

The address points out that the great 
railway systems of this country have 
been huilt up and equipped with borrowed 
capital. Many of the securities represent 
investments of more than their face value. 
Capital stock has been frequently issued 
without payment—often as a bonus to go 
with the bonds. In this way the 
moneyy of creditors has been invested 
and the control of the’ property 
retained by the debtor—the railway com- 
pany. Great systems of railroads have 
been built up by contracts between com- 
panies, s»metimes in the form of leases 
and sometimes of traffic agreements, care- 
fully drawn by astute counsel and provid- 
ing for the protection of the properties 
thus consolidated in case of a failure ty 
make the payments stipulated in the agree- 
ment; but the last three years have shown 
that these contracts cannot be enforced in 
the courts; that the rights that they are 
intended to secure are not recognized and 
that for all practical purposes the creditor 
is at the mercy of the debtor and obliged to 
accept substantially such terms as 
the debtor chooses to offer. 

AS matters now stand, counsel must ad- 
vise their clients that they can draw no 
instrument of this character with the least 
assurance that its provisions wil! be re- 
spected. 

Failure of Railroad Companies. 
The fa.lure of a railway company finds 
the managers united and fully prepared 
for the emergency which they inevitably 
have foreseen, while it finds the creditors 

Scattered, ignorant, frightened and entirely 
unready to act. What has happened in 
practice? We have seen the managers, 
while stoutly denying up to the last mo- 
ment that any such step was contenrplat- 
ed, or that the property was in any way 
embarrassed, secretly prepare a bill in eq- 
uity and without notice to any one inter- 
ested file it in a court of the United States 
asking for the appointment of a receiver. 

As a matter of fact, in every case the 
proceedings have been collusive. The man- 
agers of the insolvent company have con- 
trolled both sides of the litigation. ‘The 
bills have alleged that the company can- 
not meet its obligations and that thus 
the system will be disintegrated and the 
insolvent company suffer. Upon this alle- 
gation the company asks the court, in the 
interest of thé debtor, to deprive the cred- 
itors of their rights, or at least to re- 
strain the creditors fronr exercising them. 
The representatives of the debtor ask that, 
to preserve for it property to which confess- 
edly it is not-entitled, the creditors be de- 
prived of that to which they are enti- 
tled. To disguise the naked effrontery of 
this position, the bills have generally 
alleged that the public interest wi)] suf- 
fer from the disintegration of the system 
but it may be doubted if there js any 
ground for this claim. It certainly thas 
never been -establishéd after argument, 
for no opportunity to litigate it has been 
given. If it is for the interest of every 
one concerned that the railroad should be 
run, there is gittle danger that the public 
will suffer from an interruption of service.

Regarding Lord Russell. 

The Right Honorable Lord Russell, of 
Killowen, LL. D., grand commander vf the 
order ef St. Michael and St. George, etc., 
whether pleading for his downtrodden 
countrymen or abusing the harmless and 
neccessary seal of Alaskan waters, in. the 
interest of diplomacy, or defending a Wo- 
man accused of a great crime (Mrs, May- 
brick), or a weakling scion of a noble 
hcuse in a divorce case (Parl Russell, but 
no relative), has been such an_ interesting 
figure to Americans that his coming to 
settle the arbitration question before the 
American Bar Association naturally cals 
for a brief review of his life, which has 
been eventful, in the way of events of 
pence that are more famous than t..ose of 
war. 

Lord Russell was born at Newry, Ire- 

land, in 1833, and to this day the Is a true 
son of the land of shamrocks, shillelahs 
and shindys. From Ireland he gets his love 
of defending the weaker cause, nis wil, 
his gift of eloquence and his suayity of 
demeanor and yet force in action which 
has upset many a smug witness, and, 
among others, brought Pigott, the Parnell 
case forger, on his knees, and sent him a 
predestined suicide away from Albion. 
Mr. Russell, as he was until 1886, when he 
was knighted by Mr. Gladstone, and then 
Sir Charles Russell, as he was in 13M, 
when he was appointed in April to become 
one of the lords of appeal, and received a 
life peerage from the Gladstone-Rosebery 
administration, was educated in Trinity 
college, Dublin, and began his professional 
career as a solicitor in Belfast. He was 
called to the bar in London in 1859, and be- 
came queen's counsel, and was _ elected 
bencher of Lincoln’s Inn in 1872. He en- 
tered politics as home ruler and liberal, 
and was in parliament from 1880 to 1886, 
when he became attorney general in Mr. 
Gladstone’s cabinet, being the first Catho- 
lic who filled that post since the reforma- 
tion, and the second Irishman, Lord Cairns 
being the other. 
Such was his reputation at the bar then 
that John Morley, in a speech, called him 
the “greatest advocate in England.” When 
the Gladstone government returned to 
power in 1892 Sir Charles was again ap- 
pointed attorney general. In the six years 
between the two administrations his pri- 
vate practice had-been enormous. amount- 
ing in all to an income of $125,000 a year, 
and aside from several causes cealebres, 
he had reached the greatest height of his 
fame in h's conduct of the trial of Par- 
nell on the charges of The London Times. 
In this case his power as a cross-examin- 
er, and his eloquence, shone as never be- 
fore and attracted as much attention in 
the United States as in England. In 1893 
he was of counsel for Great Britain before 
the Bering’ sea tribural, acting with Sir 
Richard Webster, who had been his oppo- 
nent as counsel for The Times in the Par- 
nell case. H's speeches made tin this case 
and his speeches on the home rule bill 
brought him a peerage just as Mr. Glad- 
stone had dec'ded to give up the burden 
of the liberal premiership and to turn it 
over to Lord Rosebery, who became pre- 
mier in March, 189%. After Sir Charles 
became Lord Russell in April of that year 
he was appointed successor to Lord Cole- 
ridge, the lord chief justice, who died in 
July, and it is as lord chief justice of Eng- 
land that he became known to America. 

Apropos of his v'sit here the English 
journals have had a number of notices 
complimentary to the lord chief justice, 
and to the American Bar Assoclation, as 
Lord Russell tells his English friends that 
he is coming over to study the organiza- 
tion of the bar assoctat'on tn order to in- 
troduce something Iike it tn England. 
Punch, too, joined in the comment in a 
characteristic way, and on June 13th, pre- 
sented a cartoon representing Lord Rus- 
sell and Sir Frank Tockwood, attired a la 
Uncle Sam, Lord Russell, with striped 
trousers and star bespangled waistcoat, 
Sir Frank with bhestarred trousers and 
striped shirt. The two worth‘es are repre- 
sented in conversation with Sir Henry Ir- 
ving and John Hare, and Punch's little 
joke, entitled, ‘“‘A Dress Rehearsal,’’ runs 
as follows: r 

Lord Chief Justice to’ Sir Henry Irving— 
“You see, we are going en tour in the 
states, and so—(differently)—you ask him. 
Lockwood.”’ 

Sir Frank Lockwood, Q.C.,. M.P.—‘Well. 
me and my partner, so to speak. want to 
know if vou and John Ware consider our 
make-up as correct for the business?” 

S'r Henry Irving--‘‘'Well—um—(to J. Hare) 
what do you think?” 

J. Hare (pleasantly)—"T think thev look 
live ‘A Pair of Spectacles.’ But (apologeti- 
cally) that was a great success in the 
states.”’ Seance closed. 

Lord Russell's career on the bench, al- 
though but two vears tn extent. has con- 
firmed the wisdom of his apnointment, 
and his most récent judicial act—his promnt 
refusal to let legal quibbles and the cob- 
webs of precedent obscure the Jameson 
~wase, is fresh in the American mind. He 
will spent about a month in America and 
will visit the great lakes. 

Crackenthorpe, Q@.C., D.C.L. 

Montague Crackenthorpe, Q.C., D.C.L., 
who also read a peper befcre the bar asso- 
ciaticn, is just a year older than Lord 
Russell and was born in 1882. He ie as ag- 
gressively Saxon as Lord Russell is argres- 
sively Celtic, and his whole life history is 
that of the typical Englishman. He was 
born Cookson, but on succeeding to the 
‘states which had been in the family since 
Edward IIJ. he changed his rame to Crack- 
erthorpe. Mr. Crackenthorpe’s crend aunt 
was the wife of the poet, Wordsworth. As 
a schoolboy the future counselor was an 
apt scholar, taking many prizes, and he 
gained many honors and scholarships when 
he was at Oxford; 1850-54. On taking up th 
law he was ewarded the studentship of the 
four inns of court in 1859, and in 1875 he 
was made a queen’s counsel, and in 1877 
became a benchman of Lincoln's Inn. -For 
may years he was a leader in the courts 
of chancery, but of late has appeared 
largely before the house of lords and the 
judicial committee of the privy council in 
appeal cases. He has always been inter- 
ested in the practical aspect of his pro- 
tession, and has written a number of maga- 
zine articles on social, legal and political 
subjects. Mr. Crackenthorpe is a legal re- 
former, is interested in the methods of legal 
education and takes a hand in these mat- 
ters whenever he can. In politics he is a 
liberal-unionist; a political tour of Ireland, 
which he made in 1887, as detailed in his 
letters to The Times, has given much meat 
for argument against home rule. He is a 
noted public speaker, and his addresses on 
political and social subjects are among the 
best discussions of the dav. 

Sir Frank Lockwood. 

Sir Frank Lockwood, Q.C.,, M.P., who is 
one of Lord Russe]]’s party. was born in 
1846, is a Cambridee university man. He 
was called to the bar in Lincoln's Inn in 
1872, and became a queen’s council in 1882 
and a bencher in 1886. His political life be- 
Fan practically when he was made one of 
the commissioners in 1999 to inquire into 
the corrupt practices at Chester. He was 
recorder of Sheffield in 1884 and entered 
parliament from York in 1885. as a liberal. 
He is still a liberal, still in parliament, 
where he is highly popular on account of 
his wit and his waggish tendencies. He is 
wont to while away the tedium of debate 
by drawing caricatures of the members: 
some of these drawings havé become quite 
famous. His talent in this line saw pub- 
licity when he illustrated Cc. J. Darling’s 
facetious legal work. Sir Frank has al- 
wavs been a friend of the home-rule move- 
ment, and was counsel for the Irish party 
in the great case before the Parnell com- 
mission. In October, 1884, he- was appointed 
solicitor general under Lord Rosebery’s 
premiershin, and he received the honor of

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‘A’ D RWS ON SILVER 
Head of Brown University Says Free 
Coinage Will Not Impertl Credit. 


Believes That National 
Will Follow a Continuance 
the Present Gold Standard.

According to President E. Benjamin An- 
drews, of Brown university, the only way 
out of the financial mire into which Uncle 
Sam has wandered is the adoption of free 
coinage independent of other nations. It is 
not only the only cure offered by political 
action, President Andrews holds, but it can 
be done without danger to our national 
credit. 

The real danger, and an immev‘iate one, 
that he sees, is in not providing for bimetal- 
lism; because If no change is made in our 
currency system, there is no way for the 
country to avoid buying more gold to pay 
running expenses, 

President Andrews has been for a long 
time an advocate of bimetallism, but until 


; ment certain to cheapen it. 


recently he favored international agree- 
ment. He has come around to the bclief, 
however, that Uncle Sam is able to go it 
alone, and that there will be no dangerous 
influx of silver should free cvinage be 
adopted. 

In answer to the question, “Weuld not 
free coinage by the United States alone 
lead to a complete displacement of our 
gold?’ Dr, Andrews replied: 

It Would Put Gold Into Use. 

“I do not think so. People would not 
hoard or export gold in the face of a move- 
It seems to me 
rather likely that the rehabilitation of sil- 
ver by us would be the oceaston of setting 
free vast amounts of sold now hoarded.” 

‘Would not the effect of the recent in- 
creased production of gold, as compared to 
silver, be counterbalanced in the event of 
free coinage by the stimulus thus given to 
silver mining and by the Influx of foreign 
silver?’ 

“There would be no influx of foreign sil- 
ver,’’ he replied. ‘‘lmmediately free coinage 


by us would increase the total amount of 
' . 
' Silver produced, 
' 


but the new silver could 
not be mined at so low a marginal cost as 
at present prevails. The marginal cost 
would be increased with the output, so 


| that all tendency from this source of silver 


would be negatived. Prolific silver “mines 
now are very few.” 
No Damage to Our Credit. 

As to the advantages of free silver and 
the possibility that they would be negatived 
by injury to our credit, thus causing @ 
withdrawal of foreign capital, Dr. Andrews 
said: 

Our present course must speedily lower 
our credit. How long could @ man ora 
firm continue to have credit who bor- 
rowed each year to pay a large portion 
of his running expenses. Yet, on a gold 
basis, this course is inevitable, and that 
is at this present moment the reason 
why foreign lenders.are afraid of: our 
securities. 

There must be a change if we would 
avoid bankruptcy. With free coinage, 
every industry would look up and even 
if we lost our gold, our prosperity would 
invite English capital, just as Japan's 
prosperity now causes it to rush there. 

Never since slavery days has the press 
in the parts of the country fam!'liar to 
me displayed such disregard for truth 
and such stubborn obtuseness to the 
most obvious considerations as at pres- 
ent on the silver question. 

What the Money Power Wants. 

This means that the money power, 
seated in London, but with representa- 
tives in New York, Philadelphia and 
Chicagd, ‘s determined to continue the 
appreciation of gold. and determined, 
therefore. that the facts shall not be 
known. The bankers and the press are 
almost entirely under its influence, I 
think the money question. ait the present 
time, the greatest question of civiliza- 
tion. 

The argument ¥f Dr. Andrews is regarded 
as having the more importance because of 
his high standing as a financial writer. He 
has long been an advocate of bimetallism, 
but until recently urged international agree- 
ment. About two years ago he published 
a book called “An Honest Dollar,” which 
was a plea for bimetall'sm, denying, how- 
ever, the abilitv of the United States to 
bring this about without agreement with 
Other countries. 

Before becoming president of Brown unl- 
versity, Dr. Andrews was professor of po- 
litical economy and finance at Cornell uni- 


versity.

At one stage of the proceedings this morn- 
ing Hall, of Coweta, proposed to adjourn 
the convention and leave the selection of 
the congressman to a primary. He said 
that if Moses did not get a majority of the 
votes cast he did not want the nomination. 

Hall’s Bluff Was Called. 

One of the ‘theatrical numbers on the 
day’s programme was the charming posi- 
tion in which L. H. Chappell, of Columbus, 
called what the Columbus men term a bluff 
on the part of Hon. Hewlett Hall, of Cow- 
eta. 

Mr. Hall is a trim looking young man, 
who makes speeches with fervor and ef- 
fect. He is leading the Moses cause here, 
and has held the Moses lines together well. 
If appearances count, he has done some 
good work on the outside. Mr. Hall arose 
during the morning session for one of those 
little speeches of his. It was-clear that he 
was full of an important message. In his 
best style he said that he had tried to nom- 
inate Moses and had then discharged an 
obligation to vote for Mr. Longley, which 
his delegation had done six times, now he 
wanted to give an opportunity to the Mus- 
cogee delegation to prove that they were 
sincere in casting their vote for Adamson 
and in order to do so, he would cast the 
vote of Coweta for Judge Adamson. This 
dramatic coup fell unexpectedly, and Mr. 
Hall sat down amid surprise and applause. 
Muscogee was called for one of the other 
candidates. The Columbus men reddened 
and winced a little under the Cowetan’s 
words, but said never a word in reply. 

The vote progressed. Change after change 
was registcred without affecting the result. 
Evening came on and brought twilight. 
Kimbrough had been withdrawn, and there 
was that excited feeling in the air that 
tells the end. 

Chappell, of Columbus, left the chair and 
called Judge Martin to the stand. Chappell 
walked to the middle aisle and in a ring -ng 
voice addressed the convention amid the 
deepest silence. It had been charged, he 
said, that Muscogee hoped to cause a 
deadlock; that she had a candidate of her 
own hitched out im the dark and would 
bring him in when the gathering was hope- 
lessly deadlocked. Such was not the case— 
Muscogee had voted in all sincdrity for the 
good men in the race hoping to end the 
fight and bring harmony out of the wran- 
gle. 

It had been said, he said, by a young man 
who was wise and experienced in affairs as 
well as able, that his delegation was prob- 
ebly not sincere in casting its vote for Judge 
Adamson. He now desired to give Mr. 
Hall the opportunity that he himself was 
sincere, 

To that end Muscogee would now cast 
her four votes for Judge Adamson. 

He had taken the dare of the Coweta 
man. and his remarks were received with 
great applause by the Adamson contingent, 
When Coweta was called Mr. Hall cast the 
four votes of Coweta for Moses. The Co- 
limbus men smiled deeply in their sleevcs. 
They felt that they were even. 

Truth to tell, there is no little feeling be- 
tween the Muscogee delegation and the 
Moses men. Columbus has never been for 
Moses, and is opposing him now with great- 
er determinaticn than ever. 

Balloting Begins Early. 

The delegates and candidates were up 
early. Before the fashionable contingent 
had breakfasted, Chairman Chappell had 
rapped the body to order. The auditorium 
was crowded., Many Meriwether county 
people had come over in buggies and wa- 
gons. 

The voting began with little change from 
yesterday. Carroll still voted for Adam- 
son, Meriwether for Hill, Coweta and Tal- 
bot for Moses, Harris for Kimbroygh, Ma- 
rion and Chattahoochee for Dunham and 
Muscogee divided between Hill, Adamson 
and Kimbrough. The voting proceeded for 
a score of ballots with little excitement or 
change. It was monotonous, but the pers- 
piring audience held on. 

Thon Muscogee made it interesting. Mus- 
cogee’s men had evidently agreed to vote 
for the candidates alternately, excepting 
Moses. Moses {s not loved In Muscogee, 
and the representatives of that county 
made it clear in this distribution of com- 
plimentary votes that they would net hon- 
or the present congressman by even be- 
stowing an ineffective vote upon him. 

Muscogee voted for Ademson, she voted 
for Dunham, she voted for Hill and Kim- 


brough and Longley, but never once for, 


Moses. 

Adamscn stock went away up about the 
ore hundred and thirtieth ballot. For a 
brief half-hour it seemed certacn that he 
was the nominee. His supporters, of whom 
there are many here, kept the convention 
hall ringing with applause for him.

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This was the highest vote ciat any can- 
didate had received, and tte hopes of the 
Adameon men ran high. There was ¢n- 
thusiastic cheering and the greatest excite- 
ment of the convention prevailed at the 
beginning of .the next ballot. 

The next ballot brought no change, and 
in the next Harris took back her votes 
and gave them to her own son, Kimbrough, 

Three ballots were had without produc- 
ing any change. Then Hewlett Hall, at 
the head of the Moses delegation, arose.

New York, August 19.—For the first time 
in over twenty years Auctioneers Wilmer- 
ding, Morris and Mitchell sold at auction 
today over 5,000 cases of Washington 
prints, 

That the sale was a novelty to the dry 
foods people was evidenced by the large 
number present, nearly all of whom bid 
on.the goods.

The executive committee of each coun- 
ty shall have the right to determine 
whether any but white voters shal] be 
admitted to the primaries in their re- 
spective counties. 

The terms of the resolution are practical- 
ly the same as those which governed the 
recent state primaries. The committee has 


let down the bars again. 

Chairman Knox, who has served the 
committee sq faithfully and effictently, 
tendered his resignation, stating that he 
dfa so not from any want of co-operation, 
but because it was a business necessity. 
The committee, however, promptly and 
unanimously declined to accept the resig- 
nation. Mr. Knox insisted that he could 
not give the time from his practice to man- 
age the affairs of the campaign and he 
was authorized to appoint a campaign com- 
mittee with authority to select its own 
chairman. 

Birmingham will probably be selected as 
this committee’s headquarters. 

Mr. Nathan Miller, of Birmingham, was 
uanimously elected secretary of the state 
executive committee to succeed Mr. Clark, 
who recently resigned. Mr. Miller is one 
of the brainiest and most industrious young 
aemocrats in the state and in the recent 
campaign rendered almost invaluable ser- 
vice in the capacity of secretary in the 
campaign committee.

Chairman Knox said tonight that every 
indication pointed to an overpowering ma- 
jority for democracy in Alabama this fall.

Mr. Hamilton Douglass, the well-known 
attorney, addressed the meeting in his 
original manner.

Mr. Low- 
enherz stated today that he had from $10,- 
000 to $15,000 insurance on the stock. 

The building occupied by Robert Carter 
was owned by Mrs. Nuckolis, and was 
barely covered by insurance. The insu- 
rance on it was: Georgia Home Insurance 
Company, $1,000; Southern Mutual Insurance 
Company, through Mr. A. C, Murdoch, 
$3,000. Dr. Carter’s stock was estimated 
to be worth $5,000. Only $2,000 of insurance 
was carried on it. It was insured with 
Mr. A. vd Murdoch, representing the 
Southern Mutual Insurance Company. The 
stock is practically ruined. 

The building eccupted by M. E. Joseph 
was owned by George W. Woodruff. It 
was insured for $7,500, as follows: 

Atlanta Home Insurance Company, through

doch, $4,000. 

Mr. Joseph's large stock of wholesale 
dry goods was valued at $75,000. Mr. Jos- 
eph estimates that $5,000 worth of the 
goods were saved, and states that the re- 
mainder #s practically destroyed. This 
stock was insured for $35,000: The agency 
of Harris & Joseph catches it heavily in 
this instance, as $22,500 of the insurance 
was placed in companies represented by 
this agency. The insurance was divided as 
follows:

The 
wall of the Lewis building falling in, it 
had demolished the Carter building with 
a grand crash, carrying everything before 
it. The roof gave in as pasteboard. Walls 
and furniture were smashed, and along 
with the general debris of the brick and 
smashed timbers the negro boy went 
through two floors, The escape of Foster 
from instant death was most miraculous. 
The falling timbers arched over him, and 
though he was carried along with them 
through the two floors, yet he did not re- 
ceive the full benefit of the crash. The 
arch was preserved during his fall it seems, 
and he alighted without being very serious- 
ly injured.

This Beautiful Gem Is Now the 
Rage. 

The craze for emeralds is being revived 
and the beautiful green brilliant is now 
second only to the dlamond in popular 
favor. Let nobody imagine that the item 
of cost has anything to do with the sud- 
of the emerald, for with 
the exception the sparkling crystal 
from the mines of Golconda and south 
Africa, no gem is 80 costiy as the emerald. 

The sudden and increased demand for 
emeralds has caused the jewelers in both 
this country and England to produce some 
new designs in jewelry, and in all the 
nrore recent pieces the emerald figures 
more prominently than any other gem. 
The prices asked and obtained for some 
of these jewels seems almost incredible. 
At Tiffany’s the cheapest brilliant of this 
description in the store was valued at 
$750, and from that price ranged up to 
$10,000. 

With the inereased demand for these 
gems come new designs in cutting and set- 
ting. Often, tco, the emerald is polished 
and ground down and not cut. To a 
jeweler a stone thus prepared is known 
as an encabation or uncut. Others, again, 
are cut into different shapes in high relief, 
and as hemispheres, hearts and pendants. 
The most popuiar stones used to combine 
with emreralds are diamonds, which, how- 
ever, are, as a rule, Much smaligr than 
the green gems when they are set together. 

A new style of cutting, which originated 
in the far east, the native home of the 
emerald, and which has but recently been 
introduced by western jewelers, is that 
of engraving coats of arms on gems. This

| greatly increases the cost of the stone. 


Among other curious designs in which 
the emerald predominates this season is 
that of a diamond and emerald brooch. 
which can be used aS a tiara. The de- 
sign seems to be taken from a clover leaf, 
with a big, pear-shaped enrerald in the 
center. The leaves of the design are open 
work, thickly set with smafl diamonds. 
Another design is something after the 
style of a ‘sun burst’ with a large, square- 
cut emerald in the center. The radiating 
rays are set with diamonds, each being 
tipped with a small emerald. This jewel 
is intended for a hair ornament and is 
valued at $1,0w. 

A pair of link cuff buttons with a com- 
paratively small emerald, cut round, and 
set in a circle of tiny diamonds, costs $100. 
To one unfamiliar with the value of gems 
it appears to be worth about $20. Pear- 
shaped drops cut from? a single emerald 
and suspended from a diamond bar are 
valued at $150, and from that the prices 
range on up into the thousands.

Wrote Her Notes. 

The home of Miss Scott in Toccoa is near 
the railroad track. At train time when 
she expected her lover to pass in his en- 
gine, it was her custom to look for him, 
and he invariably left her a note couched 
in very tender language. 

One day one of these documents was 
Signed by Georgia Looney, begging the 
young girl to come to Atlanta. Several 
others came in quick succession of the 
Same character, and one afternoon the 
engineer dropped a railroad ticket to At- 
lanta. 

The girl then decided to go. She, there- 
fore, left her home late one night and 
came to Atlanta, where she was immediate- 
ly escorted to a house on Bell street. 

She was found there by Chief Connolly 
day before yesterday and carried to the 
station house. Her father was then noti- 
fied and it was the first intimation he had 
had of the whereabouts of his daughter. 

He replied immediately that he would 
send the money for the return of his way- 
ward girl, and it is probable she will go 
back to her home today.

Yesterday afternoon short- 
ly before Yekel met his death the policeman

It is not known whether young Yekel was 
accompanied by anyone or not when he 
went into the alley to ridé on the elevator. 
When his body was discovered no one was 
near. From the peculiar position in which

curiosity the lad had leaned over the edge | 7

ef the elevator to see how it worked. 

Interested in the movement of the 
vator, he had evidently forgotten for 
moment that his head would come in con- 
tact with the iron edge, and he had watched 
the movement of the elevator unaware of 
his danger. 

Freight elevators are very powerful ma- 
chines, and are capable éf lifting many 
tons. When the lad’s head came in con- 
tact with the iron, the elevator began to 
slowly crush his neck until it was broken. 
The peculiar position in which he was 
placed made it impossible for the boy to 
stop the elevator or to remove his head 
before it began to crush him. 

For a second or two his sufferings must 
have been the most intense imaginable. 
His head was an obstacle that caused the 
speed of the elevator to slacken and cause 
death to be prolonged. Slowly the elevator 
made its way upward until his neck was 
broken, thus he died without being able 
to give a cry of ‘error. 

The body was removed to the undertak- 
ing parlors of Hilburn & Bowden, on Hunt- 
er street, where further examination 
showed that besides his neck being broken, 
his left arm and left jaw were also broken. 
and his face bruised and the right ear cut 
nearly in two. 

His Parents Prostrated. 

As soon as the body of the boy had been 
identified and his parents’ residence found,

Arthar Hanye Is Between Hope and the 
Gloom of Despair, 


WHAT WILL THE DAY BRING 


Anzxiously He Awaits the Decision of 
Goveruor Atkinson. 


SCAFFOLD STANDS GRIM AND GRUESOME 


Argument Will Be Made This Morn- 
ing Before the Governor for 
' Commutation. 


The crisis in the life of Arthur Hanye 
has been reached, 

Today is the day of fate, and within a 
few hours he will know the governor's 
final decision. This annufoncement will 
mean life or death. Qne word from the 
governor may mean a commutation and 
a silence will mean death, 

While Hanye’s attorneys are arguing 
the last piece of evidence before the gov- 
ernor at the capitol, he will be wait- 
ing, almost dreading to hear the result of 
the conference. 

Upon but one thread of hope hangs the 
boy’s life—upon the testimony of Watt 
Gantt. If this newly-discovered evidence 
is material and the governor believes there 
is a reasonable doubt and sufficient cause, 
a commutation will follow, and the little 
red gallows in the jail yard wilb have been 
erected for naught; but if the governor re- 
fuses to admit the evidence of the negro 
and fails to interfere, Hanye will walk to 
his doom tomorrow before the sun has 
set. 

What will the governor do? That is the 
question that the condemned man has re- 
volved in his mind for days. Through the 
long hours of the night he has asked him- 
seif that question, and hesitated to an- 
swer. Will it be life or death? 

This morning the atterneys of Hanye, 
the members of the young man’s faprfily 
and a number of friends will call upon the 
governor in his private office at the capi- 
tal. Members of the family of Hanye’s 
victim, accompanied by their counsel, will 
also be present, and while a plea is made 
for merey and a commutation, an appeal 
will be made by the dead man’s relatives 
that justice be dene and the law vindicat- 
ed. Though widely different in their nfs- 
sions, both sides will make eloquent pleas 
for what they claim is right. 

Life Hangs by a Single Thread. 

Arthur Hanye has but one ray of hope— 
one single thread upon which to pin his 
faith. 

Today the strength 
will be tested, and when that is done it 
will be the last straw to which he may 
cling. His last hours on earth are rapidly 
slipping by and the shadows of the scaf- 
fold have already fallen across the thresh- 
hold of his cell. Another day, and then the 
gallows and the trap. 

Every effort is being made to defeat the 
application for commutation, it is said, 
and yesterday the family of Will Spinks 
employed Colonel John Tom Glenn to rep- 
resent them at the hearing before the 
governor this morning. 

While Hanve has been hopeful under the 
seemingly hopeless circumstances, the near 
approach of death has had its effect upon 
the man. As the days have slipped by 
and the nroments of life have diminished 
the execution has been brought face to 
face with the prisoner with awful force. 
The prisoners have become quiet and de- 
spondent, and the jail is filled with crimi- 
nals wearing haggard faces and bianched 
cheeks. The impending doom of Friday 
has cast a shadow of unrest and disqui- 
etude over the inmates of the prison. 

Stone walls and iron doors cannot hide 
the scaffold from Hanye. He sees it in 
his imagination. He sees it in the dead of 
night. There is but one picture that comes 
to his vision. Through his mist of tears 
the apparition of the gatlows looms up in 
gloomy outlines. There is the trap, the 
long steps to the top, the dangling noose 
and the ropes and triggers. The horrible 
nightmare has burned its way into his 
brain and left its everlasting imprint there. 

Death’s hand has already been felt by 
the man. Even now he hears the last 
goodby, and then the swish of the rope 
and the thud of the falling trap. He closes 
his eyes, but the picture remains. 

Gallows Stand Grim and Gruesome. 

The scaffold is standing in the dingy jail 
yard ready for its victim. The old red tim- 
bers were taking from their hiding place 
in the jail basement yesterday and the 
noise of the hammer fell with death blows 
upon the ears of Hanye, 

All through the early 
the carpenters worked upon 
and late in the afternoon all was ready 
for the execution of tomorrow. Their 
work has been well done, and the execu- 
tion, if it isto occur, will probably be 
done without a hitch, 

“ft had the scaffold erected,” said Sheriff 
Barnes yesterday, “because I am ordered 
to hang Hanye Friday. It is now ready, 
and uniess I receive further instructions, 
the execution will occur as directed by 
law.”’ 

Last night the death watch was placed 
on Hanye, and he will be under the con- 
stant gaze of the guards. Every precau- 
tion possible has been.thrown about the 
man, and he will doubtless pass his last 
days under the scrutinizing eyes of the 
jailers.

Cotton Mon Toll What They Think of 
the Coming Crop. 


OPINIONS DIFFER WIDELY 


General Belief That It Will Be 25 Per 
Cent Short. 


COMMISSIONER NESBITT SAYS AT LEAST 30. 


Rig Receipts Expected’ in Septem ber. 
Market Took a Slump Yesterday. 
News from Other States.

The cotton market, after almost daily 


infprovement fer more than a week, took 
a backward turn yesterday and fell if 
points. The drop js attributable to the 
rains and showers that oceurred in the 
cotton belt. Light rains were reported 
yesterday morning from the western por- 
tion of the cotton region and heavy rains 
in certain portions of the eastern section 
of the southern states, At Kingston, 8. C., 
a fall of 1.78 inches and at Savannah 2.68 
inches was reported, The return of cooler 
weather has also had a tendency to im- 
prove the condition of the crop, which 
has suffered much from the great heat, 
and this influenced the drop in the price 
yesterday. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, the state commis- 
sioner of agriculture, was asked yester- 
day tor a careful estinrate of the damage 
to the crop from the heat and drought. 
He said that he beiieved it had already 
amounted to 30 per cent in this state. 
He estimated the crop at but 7,500,000 bales, 
where nearly 11,000,000 was expected less 
than a month ago. 

“J have but recently returned from a 
visit to several parts of the state, where l 
took particular paing to examine care- 
fully into the = agricultural conditions 
which existed. I found the weed of the 
plant almost lifeless and limp. This was 
due to the effect of the excessive heat 
and drought, which came upon the plant 
when it was unusually full of sap. 

“Three weeks ago the cotton crop was 
the most promising that has been seen 
in Georgia in many a year. In fact, I have 
my life seen the outlook so fa- 
There was a very early crop 
planted that is now being picked, but 
this part of the crop was small in cont- 
parison to the amount planted later, The 
major part of the crop was planted after 
g00d showers had fallen, later in the sea- 
gon, and this part of the crop was in 
full sap when the hot spell came on. It 
was the major portion of the crop; con- 
sequently it suffered most. 

“The later crop has shedded at an alarm- 
ing rate. The forms cover the ground 
in all varts of the state. There is also 
zreat complaint from rust. The late plant- 
ed cotton has a few half-grown bolis on 
its stalk; but all else has shed. It is in 
danger of being foreed open prematurely, 
so that the percentage of lint will be very 
small. The only good that can now be 
done by the rains, even if they come in 
abundant quantities, will be to develop the 
half-grown fruit and prevent forcing. It 
is too late for the plants to more than 
paftially recover with general rains. 
Bloonts which develop after the first week 
in September cannot be counted on. 

“T consider the outlook for cotton the 
most unpromising that we have had in 
years, and even under the best conditions 
1 do not believe that it is now possible to 
make a crop of more than 750,000 bales in 
Georgia; and as our production amounts 
to about one-tenth of the entire output 
of the south, the full crop will amount to 
about 7,500,000. The damage in many of 
the western southern states—Texas, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and Mississippi—ha 
been even greater than it has been in 
Georgia. 

Big September Receipts Expected. 

“TT expect to see unusually heavy re- 
ceipts in September, probably the heaviest 
ever known. The cotton men of the north 
and of Europe, as soon as they see the 
the tremendous September receipts, will 
think that our reports of crop damage 
have been exaggerated and there will 
be a constant fall in price. In October, 
however, they will appreciate that there 
is little cotton left.’’ 

Many cotton mren were interviewed con- 
cerning the extent of the damage to the 
crop by heat and drought. There is a 
very wide difference of opinion among 
the cotton men of Atlanta on this point. 
Quite a number agreed with Commisioner 
Nesbitt that the damage would amount to 
at least 30 per cent, but the majority of 
those seen considered this estimate too 
great and thought that 25 per cent Was a 
proper and conservative estinfate. Figur- 
ing from the estimates made three weeks 
ago that the crop world amount to 11,000,000 
bales, there were several who said that a 
reduction of 20 per cent from these fig- 
ures would give a fair estimate of the 
damage that has teen done by three 
weeks of severe heat and drought. 

What Cotton Men Say. 

Q>tton men invariably dechne to be 
quoted on this matter unless they are 
assured that their names will not be used. 
This is not surprising when such inter- 
views will have a material effect upon the 
market. The business interests of the 
parties make it inconsistent in them to 
have their names used in that connection. 
An illustration of the point in question 
was given yesterday by @ prominent cot- 
ton buyer. Several years ago Mr, Sam 
Inman, the head of the firm of Inman & 
Co., consented to express his opinion on 
the cotton situation to a Constitution re- 
porter. The interview was published and 
the very next day there Was a slump ia 
the market of 15 points. The fall was very 
unexpected to all Atlanta buyers and to 
none more than to Mr. Inman himself. 
Inman & Co. telegraphed to their New 
York broker, asking what had caused the 
drop. The following reply was received: 

“The interview from your senior partner 
published this morning.;’ 

Such incidents as this are not uncomnfon 
in the cotton market, and for that reason 
the cotton men seen yesterday requested 
that their names be not used. From the 
opinions gathered, however, 25 per cent 
damage seems to be a fair estimate of the 
devastation brought about by the three 
weeks of unprecendentedly hot, parching 
weather without rain. 

The Louisiana Situation. 

The cotton region climate and crop bul- 
letin issued by the New Orleans bureau 
contains much interesting data concern- 
ing the damage in that fertile section of 
the cotton belt, and is as follows: 

“New Orleans, August 18.—The week end- 
ing Monday, August 17th, averaged warm- 
er than usual over the entire cotton belt, 
and most markedly so over the northern 
portion, where the excess of the weekly 
mean temperature ranged from seven to 
as much as pine degrees, the latter in 
north-central Tennessee. Along the coast 
the departures were but slight, an excess 
of about one degree being reported. The 
highest daily temperatures were generally 
well up in the 9’s and exceeded 100 at 
many points in the interior and north 
portions of: the belt,.and more particularly 
over Arkansas, 

“The rains of the week were in the form 
of showers. The mere eastern and south- 
eastern portions of the belt received the 
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| Louisiana, southwestern Mississipp! and 


central Alabama received fairly generous 

“The dry area, or that. most nearly 80, 
extended over northern Texas, through 
central and northern Arkansas, over Ten- 
nessee and the north portions of Missis- 
sippi and Alabama. 

“Cotton picking is now fairly general 
over the entire belt, and progressing as 
rapidly as possible, considering the extreme 
heat. The deterioration in condition of 
the staple continues over a goodly area, 
but has been checked in some sections, 
and some late cotton has been revived by 
the late showers.”’

LARGEST TOBACCO CROP GROWN. 


Quality and Quantity the Best Known 


, in Many Years. 

Springfield, Mass., August 19.—The Amer- 
ican Agriculturist, in its issue of this week, 
Says: 

“More than half of the cigar leaf tobacco 
crop grown in the United States has been 
safely housed, and up to date returns show 
it to be of the highest uniform quality and 
largest yield per acre ever harvested. There 
were 26,000 planters of the crop this year, 
compared to 35,000 in 1892, while about 63,000 
acres were devoted to cigar leaf this year, 
compared to 100,000 in 1892. This ig execlu- 
sive of Florida, where leaf of particularly 
fine quality has been produced by expe- 
rienced native and Cuban planters. If the 
now unharvested crop averages in yield and 
quality with that already cut, The Amertl- 
can Agriculturist expects the crop will be 
equal to 235,000 cages. The proportion of 
the crop suitable for wrapper leaf promises 
to be large. The outlook for prices is bet- 
ter than for: several years—for old leaf, 
because of the decreased supply and in- 
creased demand; for this year’s crop, be- 
cause of its promise of superb quality and 
comparatively small amount. Consumption 
ig on the increase, the taxes paid for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1896, being 6,236,- 
000,000 cigars and 4,402,000,000 or cibarettes.’’ 

The American Agriculturist reports Cu- 
ban stock of old leaf as pracucally exhaust- 


ed and the crop this year and next must 


be small. A large part of the wrapper leaf 
grown in Sumatra has been unfit. for this 
market, over 40 per cent of imports of these 
wrappers having been shipped back to Eu- 
rope during the past year as not suited to 
the American demand. Dealers are cau- 
tious in contracting for the new crop. The 
general tendency among dealers is to wait 
until after the election.

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WARM IN TH. COTTON BELT. 


Cooler Weather Prevails Throughout 
the Country, Except in the South. 


Yesterday’s weather in the cotton belt, . 


though ceoler than it has been during the 
last three weeks of oppressive heat, was 
warm enough to be uncomfortable, and 
there was very little rain to temper the 
heat. 

Over nearly all sections of the country the 
weather is decidedly cooler. 

The high area of barometric pressure is 
moving siowly eastward and was central 
last night over Lake Michigan. Cooler 
weather precedes its advance, and its in- 
fluence has been felt over the major por- 
tion of the country east of the Rocky moun- 
tains, 

A'‘low pressure in the barometer ranges 
along the eastern slope of the Rockies, and 
the.temperature has risen materially in the 
Missouri valley, western Kansas and Tex- 
as. Elsewhere the weather is generally 
pleasant. 

The rain during yesterday was light and 
scattering, except in northern Fiorida, 
Jacksonville reporting 1.14 inches and still 
falling. 

Cloudy weather prevails on the east gulf 
coast and in the Missouri valley, It is clear 
in other sections. 

The entire country east of the Rockies is 
under the influence of the area of high ba- 
rometer which is moving in from the north- 
west. Its advance is causing a drop in 
temperature over nearly the whole country, 
except in the rear of the center. 

Generally clear weather prevails at most 
Stations, except in the extreme northwest, 
where clogdy weather is the rule, with rain 
at Bismarck.

Mrs. Holloway does not care to keep the 
baby and an effort will be made to secure 
for it a place in the Home for the Friend- 
less. 

Came from Florida. 

About six months ago Mrs. White and 
her alleged sister put in an appearance at 
the Spring street boarding house and se- 
cured quarters. They were refined looking 
people, and had no trouble in winning the 
good graces of the landlady. They claimed 
to have come from Florida.

Athens, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)—The 
prohibitionists of Athen; and Clarke coun- 
ty are taking a great deal of interest in 
that question since the populist party has 
sought to draw an issue with the demo- 
crats on that subject.

He Is Going All Over the State—Chair- 
man Steve Clay Is Busy with

Ex-Speaker Charles F. Crisp spent yes- 
terday in Atlanta, and left in the after- 
noon for his home at Americus. He was 
accompanied by Mrs. Crisp and his daugh- 
ter, Miss Crisp. 

During the forenoon Judge Crisp called 
on Chairman Clay, at democratic state 
headquarters, in the Kimball, and prom-

The cause of his death was malaria, 
which he contracted some years ago in 
Washington city. It Was known by his 
family that he was very ill, and his ‘death 
was expected. 

Major Stell was sixty years of age at the 
time of his death, and had been a resident 
of Atlanta ever since the war. He was well 
known here and all through Georgia. He

had traveled all through the south, and 
everywhere he went made hundreds of 
friends. 

He leaves a family of five children to 
mcurn his loss. They are: Mrs. L. P. 
Stephens, Mrs. A. 8S. Scott, Miss Cora Bell 
and Messrs. Ulysses and Madison Jr. 

Major Bell led an active and useful life. 
He was fond of his native state, and did 
all in his powér for its advancement. For 
four years he was comptroller general of 
. Georgia, under the administration of Gov- 
ernor Bullock. 


His Career. 


Major Madison Bell was born on June 235, 
1836, on Grove river, Hall county, which is 
now Banks county. He was a son of Majar 
John Bell, who had settled on Grove river 
just previous to his birth, and began farm- 
ing. 

He received very little education during 
his early life, and what he learned he 
learned from books that were studied late 
into the night. Later_in life he was able 


amount of pérseverance he received a good 
education. 

For a year or two he worked as a sales- 
man in a small store near his father’s 
home, but became tired of this and de- 
cided to become a lawyer. He entered the 
law department of the University of Geor- 
gia and graduated.from this school w.th 
honcrs. 

While in school he displayed great ability 
and intellect, and -hjgptale 
tend toward the vocation he had chosen. 
He was very successful as a young lawyer, 
and soon made for himself an enviable 
reputation, He tirst practiced law in 
Homer, the seat of Banks county. 

Was a Good Soldier. 

When the sighs of civil strife began to 
show, he did ali in his power to keep his 
peopie on friendly terms with the people 
of the north. He was a anion man and an 
earnest opposer of the measures of seces- 
sion. He fought the measures to a bitter 
end, but when the war wroke ott and his 
State seceded he took up his musket and 
énlisted in the army. 

With several other prominent men, he 
formed a cavalry company, of which he 
was made captain, The company “was as- 
Signed to duty in the famous Cobb’s 
legion. He was in many of the worst bat- 
tles of the war, and did two years’ hard 
service im Virginia. He was promoted to 
the office of major in recognition of his 
value to the army. Though opposed to 
seceding, he fought with an enthusiasm 
seldcm witnessed, and was always found 
at the head of his men. He led his men 
to Many a victory, and made a fine war 
record for himself. 

He was a republican, and desired that the 
south’ be restored to the union. In May, 
1868, he was chosen by the republican con- 
vention of Georgia as a delegate to the 
national republican convention, held at 
Chicago. He voted for Grant at that con- 
vention. 

He was chosen comptroller general by the 
first legislature elected under the new con- 
stitution of Georgia, and by the good work 
he did while he occupied that office, has 
been often spoken of by those who held 
the office after he retired. 

The confusion caused by the war had 
left the office in such a condition that the 
work of straightening out the books and 
getting them in order was a mammoth 
job. He obtained’ a clerk, and before h'‘s 
term of office had expired succeeded in 
arranging the office better than it had ever 
been before in the history of the state. 

On May 183, 1869, he was married to Misy 
Mary C. Cox, of Bauks county, Georgia. 
After retiring from office he settled in At- 
lanta and began to enjoy privaie life. He 
has lived here for years, and was known 
to almost every person in the city. 

The funeral will take place this arter- 
noon, at 3 o’clock, from the residence, and 
the body will be interred at Oakland ceme 
tery.

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Judge Simonton Goes to His Country 
| Home To Think. 

The Atlantians who attended the hear- 
ing of the injunction case at Greenville, 
8. C., before Judge Simonton, have re- 
turned. Mr. Jack J. Spa.ding, Messrs. 
Bugene and Will Black, Commissioner H. 
8. Hines and Secretary McGill came down 
yesterday. Judge Ed Baxter, of Nash- 
ville, stopped over here on his way to 
Nashville. He was just a looker on at the 
hearing, having no connection with the 
case. Vice President Knott, of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, passed through on his 
way to Birmingham. 

Judge Simonton has gone to Flat Rock 
to write out his decision in the case. No 
one could tell what the judge had on his 
mind. Mr. Alex C. King, of Atlanta, was 
concluded the argument, made a strong 
argument on the legal aspect of the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction. He did not bring in 
the quarrels of the Seaboard and the South- 
ern, but spoke on the law side of the case. 
It was a strong argument against jur's- 
diction. One of the points which he madé 
was the one suggested in The Constitution 
on Monday, that an injunction restraining 
the roads in the court’s jurisdiction from 
cutting rates, would place them at the 
mercy of lines outside the court's territory. 
A rate war would not be more disastrous 
than a restraining order forbidding the 
roads from changing their rates to meet 
outside competition. Every time a road 
wished to modify a rate, it would have to 
ask the court and this would transfer the 
work of the freight assoclation from the 
commissioner’s office to the court. 

It will be a surprise al) around, among 
lawyers as well as traffic men, if Judge 
Simonton holds that he has jurisdiction. 
If he were to do that, he would set anoth- 
er date to hear the case on its merits and 
the railroad men would have to go back. 

It is presumed that Judge Simonton will 
take three or four days to prepare his de- 
cision. This is a new case in law and the 
judge will, no doubt, want to make his de- 
cision strong, whichever way he decides it. 

Still there Is no intimation of what the 
roads will do if the judge holds that he has 
no jurisdiction in the case. In that event 
the temporary injunction would be dis- 
solved and the old status would be restored. 
The roads could fight or let it alone as 
they pleased. It is understood that the 
associated lines would not inaugurate the 
fight. If the Seaboard should renew its 
33 per cent cut, the war would break out 
afresh. Whether the associated lines would 
cut to 80 per cent is a question. It would 
seem to be better policy not to cut so deep 
if the Seaboard cuts no deeper than it did 
before. 

There will be a meeting of the executive 
board and of the rate committee at Ojd 
Point Comfort next Tuesday. By that time 
Judge Simonton’s decision will probably 
be known.

Even ambng foreign residents in Turkey 
it is theught improper for women of the 
better:¢lass to work for a living. So strong 
is this feeling that the medical student 
herself will accept no pay for articles. of 
correspondence which she sends regularly 
to the Greek newspapers in Constantinople. 
But she will disregard this sentiment when 
she gets her degree, and will not only prac- 
tice her profession but also receive the usual 
Jucrative emoluments for so doing.

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Elizabeth Burrel] Curtis, one of the clever 


correspondents of the woman's depart- 
ment of The New York Recorder, says of 
the individuality of women: 

“In dealing with the so-called 
question,’ one of the most usual 
Which is encountered on both sides is the 
persistent habit of regarding women, not 
as individuals, but as a class apart, who 
may be depended upon to think and act 
Blike on all questions.

JUST AS MANY AS EVER. 


The Number of Stowaways Has Not 
Preceptibly Deminished., 
From The Cincinnati E.aquirer. 

In spite of the fact that the punishment 
usually meted out to those who try to steal 
a free passage on a ship is several weeks’ 
hard labor, with the option of a fine, stow- 
aways are even more common today than 
they were fifty or sixty years ago. 

Big passenger steamers, with their hun- 
dreds of passengers and their scores of 
stewards, sailors and stokers, afford innu- 
merable opportunities for stowing away. 

Three years ago a stowaway was discov- 
ered aboard one of the Allan liners, run- 
ning between Liverpool and Montreal. He 
was shabbily dressed, but being a big, 
sturdy looking fellow, he was put to work 
about the ship. When the ship anchored 
below Montreal, waiting for daylight be- 
fore entering the harbor, he, it is pre- 
sumed, slipped quietly overboard and swam 
ashore. In any case, when the boat touched 
at Montreal and was overrun by deféct- 
ives looking for a notorious jewel robber, 
it was immediately suspected that the 
stowaway was the robber, and that he 
had escaped, taking the jewels: with him. 
He was captured some months afterward, 
and confessed that when he swam ashore 
he had more than $10,000 worth of jewels 
on his person. 

The favorite hiding places of stowaways 
are the coal bunkers and the narrow pas- 
sages left when the vessels are loaded with 
bricks, tiles, drain pipes or other similar 
cargo. These places are extremely danger- 
ous, and many case are recorded where the 
shifting of the cargo has resulted in the 
death of some unfortunate wretch in hid- 
ing. 

During the passage of a cargo boat to 
this country from Engtand the sailors were 
startled the third day by a curious scratch- 
ing which was immediately attributed to 
supernatural] causes. The scratching con- 
tinued for three days, and then grew 
quiet and ceased. When the hatches were 
Ifted at the end of the voyage the emaci- 
ated body of a man was found lying on 
some bags of cement. The poor, ‘starving 
fellow had struggled frantically to get out 
of the hold. 

As for our American liners, it is folly to 
try stowing away in any of them. The 
United States will not receive pauper im- 
migrants, and captains are forbidden to 
land stowaways in this country under a 
penalty of $2,500. A ‘“‘free passenger’’ on 
one of these ships is promptly clapped into 
irons and kept there until the ship re- 
turns to Liverpool, when the is brought be- 
fore the authorities.

GRADES IN BOYS HIGH SCHOOL CHANGED

Will Hereafter Bea pikateicuelidiees 
and Methcds Will Be Dif- 
ferent. 
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Superintendent Slaton, of the Atlanta 
public schools, and his secretary are busy 
giving tickets of admittance to children who 
desire to enter the schools this fall. Up to 
yesterdaw afternoon over eight hundred of 
these tickets had been given out and the 
Office was still crowded with appfcants. 

Never before was there such a rush for 
tickets and the superintendent’s office is 
crowded all day long. It is expected that 
more students will enter the public schools 
of Atlanta this year than ever before in 
the history of the city. Preparations are 
being made to accommodate them and when 
the doors of the schools are thrown open 
on the first Monday in September there 
will be room for all. 

The part of the Boys’ High school build- 
ing that will be needed will be completed 
by the time for the opening of the schools, 
The other part of the building will be fin- 
ished later. The building will be furnished 
with the desks taken from the old building. 
It was the iniention of the board of educa- 
tion to put all new desks in the high school, 
but they found it impossible to do so with- 
out getting in debt, so it was decided to use 
the old desks until further arrangements 
can be made. 

The Boys’ High school will be taxed to Its 
utmost capacity to accommodate the stu- 
dents who desire to enter it. Hundreds of 
boys who were promoted from the gram- 
mer schools will enter, besides those who 
were promoted from the lower grades of 
the high school. 

The grammar schools will be crowded. 
Children who have never gone to school be- 
fore will admittance to the lower 
grades and those who were promoted will 
be back to continue the course, By the ar- 
arrangements now going on it is expected 
that there’ will be room for all and gael 
Slaton feels better able to handle the larg 
number of students this year that he whe 
ever been. 

The law requires that every school child 
who enters one of the publie schools of the 
city must show a certificate properly signed 
by a physician showing that they have 
been successfully vaccinated, 

Last year there were thirty-eight children 
who were vaccinated, but not successfully 
so. These will be required to produce a cer- 
tiflcate of successful yaccination and if 
they fail to do so will not be admitted to 
the schools. 

“Tl never saw better prospects for a good 
school year,” said Superintendent Slaton 
yesterday afternoon, “With the schools ar- 
ranged like I have them now I will be able 
to accommodate every child that applies for 
admittance. We wll rigidly enforce the 
vaccination law this year. Last year being 
the first year of the law we were rather 
lenient,’’

Change of Grades 

Before this year the Boys’ High school 
was divided up into grades, That has been 
done away with and this year, instead of 
four grades, there will be four departments. 
Each of the -four professors will have 
charge of a department and will be ex- 
pected to be able to teach in other depart- 
ments should it become necessary. In many 
cities the high schools are divided into de- 
partments and it is found that they are 
very successful, the results being better 
thun those obtained when grades are used. 

Taken altogether the year will be one of 
the best school years that the city has ever 
seen. Every school in the city is in a 
flourishing condition and all report that 
they expect a larger attendance this year 
than ever before in their history. 

The Night School Flourishing. 

This year will be a great one for the night 
school, Preparations are being made to ac- 
commodate the crowd of students that will 
enter it and the next term will be the best 
it has ever seen. 

This school is patronized by young boys 
who work during the day and are not able 
to attend the day schools on that account. 
There are more of these boys in the city 
now than there have been in years and it is 
expected that the attendance of the night 
school will be greatly increased. 

There will be no material changes in the 
night school and the same teachers will 
have charge of it. It is possible that the 
place of holding the school will be changed 
and more roomy quarters will most likely 
be obtained. 

In the Girls’ High School. 

The Girls’ High school will be ahead of 
any school in the city, so far as the number 
of pupils is concerned, Superintendent Sla- 
ton will move his office from the Girls’ High 
school building to the Boys’ High school 
builing, in order that his office may be used 
as a classroom. More young ladies will at- 
tend this school this year than ever be- 


fore. 
Great Year for the *‘Tech;’’ 

President Lyman Hall, of the Georgia 
School of Technology, is kept busy all the 
time answering letters from people apply- 
ing for entrance to the ‘Tech’. for their 
sons. 

Hie has received Many applications and if 
those come who have promised to do so 
the attendance this year will be as large 
as'the school is capable of holding. Most 
of the rooms in the dormitories have been 
applied for and when the school opens all 
of these will to taken 

The addition of two of the brainiest young 
men in the south has done much to help 
advance the school. President Hall thinks 
that the outlook for the next term is the 
brightest the school has ever had and ex- 
pects _to to accomplis sh. excellent results.

“All the tortures that they subjected me 
to—the needles, the electric shocks, the ive 
water, the flashes in my eyes—all of these 
eruel things of which I will write failed to 
make me show signs of life. 

‘The horror of it all! I knew what they 
were doing. I could feel. them as they 
moved about; I could heur them talk and 
discuss What next to do. Yet I lay there 
unable to move, unable to cry out, with 
my brain active and my senses all alert, 
fearful at any moment they would declare 
that I was dead and bury me. 

“T recall now how I struggled to scream. 
I felt like any one does who is suffering 
in a nightmare, that if I could only find 
my voice or make even the slightest mus- 
cular movement the spell that bound me 
would broken: the strange, numbing 
sensation, that was something lixe the 
shock of a weak magnetic battery, weuld 
be interrupted. 

As One in a Dream. 

“When I say that I felt and heard every- 
thing that was going on, I do not mean, of 
course, that 1 had any such intelligence as 
I have now. I was more like a man in a 
dream. You know that no. matter how ab- 
surd a situation you find yourself in in a 
dream, you are never surprised. Every- 
thing seems natural. The only emot:on 
that you can have distinctly in a dream is 
fear. 

“Sometimes my individuality seemed to 
be separated frofW the figure that lay in 
the bed, but not altogether so, for I recall 
how I seemed to stand by the side of the 
bed and watched the doctors aash ice 
water on my body as it lay there, and I 
felt the shock when the water struck. It 
did not seem strange that I should thus 
look at myself. My nervous system must 
have been all but -paralyzed during my 
trance, or I would never have been able 
tostand the tortures they inflicted. Yet I 
was barely conscious of pain. 

“The electric needle was a mere pin prick. 
The voices I heard seemed low and far 
away. It was that way with the pains. 
They were slight, and i could not always

“A very strange thing is that while to 
the watchers I was at all times asleep, |, 
as a matter of fact, had my waking and 
sleeping hours. When I went to sleep it 
Was to lose*consciousness of my plight. I 
have no recollection of feeling hungry at 
any time, but do recall the times that 
they fed me brandy, milk and an egg 
through a tube. 1 thought they would 
choke me. 

Has Been in a Trance Often. 

‘IThave been subject to these spells of 
unconsciousness, the last time and longest 
being my fourth in the nineteen years that 
Ihave been of earth. When I was eleven 
years of age, in the old country, I had an 
atiack. It lasted but twenty-four hours. 
Three years later. here in New York, I 
Went off the earth again and slept in 
Bellevue for five days. On that occasion ev- 
erything was a blank frem the moment I 
toppled over until I woke up in the hospt- 
tal. Two years later another fit came on, 
and I was at Mount Sinai hospital for 
hine days. I am told that on that oceasion 
they tried every known shock to awaken 
me. 

“My mother tells me that up to the time 
of the third attack I was of very slow 
mind. The only thing that I remember 
with much clearness about my early boy- 
hood is that I used to suffer greatly from 
headaches. I have not suffered in that 
Way since tne nine-day. sleep at Mount 
Sinai.. | 

“ft cannot admit that I am nervous. At 
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| mind was 
| and it was only as I grew stronger that I 
_ was enabled to knit back the raveled sleeve, 
| a8 my people say, and it gradually came to 


least, [| do not show it in my work as a 
tailor. As to my being a victim of “invol- 
Untary hyster’a,’’ as they say at the hos- 
pital, 1 am free to admit that I do not 
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Stuck Pins and Needles in Him. 

“That was on May 6th. I heard them 
talking about it and I struggled to speak 
in protest, as I had no mind to being the 
object of the experiments of doctors and 
students. I understand now that not a 
muscle moved as I was carried away, and 
1 am naturally confused as to the order of 
my experiences at the hospital. 

“When I first regained consciousness I 
was unable to talk, or fo write, and my 
a blank. I was awfully weak, 


ne. I could recall how they pulled my 


_hair; how they forced me to walk up and 


down the floor, or, rather, dragged me 
around; how they threw ice water on me; 
how they stuck pins in me; how they stuck 
needles in my feet; how they applied the 
heat of a lamp to my hands until the 


_ flesh was scorched; how they applied ar- 
nica to my nose and injected ammonia un- 


der my skin, and applied the electric bat- 


| tery, and beat the soles of my feet, and

“Had I been in full possession of my 
senses I think these ‘experiments’ would 
have put me to sleep forever. 

I was without food for twenty-six days, 
and an hourly record of my pulse, tempef- 
ature and respiration was taken, which 
must be very interesting to the distin- 
guished doctors from all the New York hos- 
pitals, who, I am told, came to see me, 
pricked and stuck me, and then disagreed 
as to what was the matter with me. 

Unconscious but Very Alert. 

“On the day that a professional hypno- 
tist came and was going to wake me ‘by 
Suggestion’ 1 was especially alive to my 
surroundings, and I remember having 
laughed to myself at the idea that a sug- 
gestion from an outsider would be of any 
avail, when I was trying constantly to 
wake up by my own suggestion. 

“When I was in this state I devéloped a 
Sense that is totally lacking now that I 
have recovered. It was a sort of sense of 
presence, a feeling with the nerves. With 
my eyes closed and in perfect darkness, I 
could follow, not as with the eye, but 
still follow every movement of those 
around me. 

“For instance, when a doctor stood back 
and raised a bucket of ice water to throw 
upon me, I knew and followed every move- 
ment, although there was no vision or sec- 
ond sight. I seemed to just take on with 
my nerves every movement. 

“TIT have since learned that many of the 
more violent experiments made upon me 
were based on the suspicion that I was only 
pretending—that I was what they called a 
malinger. Ah, those ice water plunges, 
how they did shock me! And yet I made 
no sign; and the electric currents, which I 
thought would tear me apart! 

“Dr. Halpern seemed to understand my 
case. I remember well hearing him one 
day as he lectured to some visiting doc- 
tors and newspaper men, when he said: 

“He is in a condition analogous to that of 
the Hindoo fakir who hypnotizes himself 
and is buried for a month. In this case it 
is hyster'ia. He believes that he is par- 
alyzed—that he cannot move. His sense 
of feeling is gone; he has hypnotized him- 
self just as the Hindoo does.’ 

“In this the doctor is mistaken. I was 
thinking of other matters when my sleep- 
ing fit came on. 

“The doctor went on to say 
outset of the case | was in 
state, and that my mind was a biank.

‘***He knows what is going on about him, 
but believes that he cannot feel. He feels 
the electricity, however. He does not feel 
the pain of it, but he feels it move his 
body.’ 

“In this statement 
half the truth, for. at 
pain of the current. 

“Toward the end of my trouble there was 
a constant effort to fill my mind with the 
idea that I was really able to move my 
muscles, but that I. was suffering delusion 
that I could not. 1 do not believe that 
they were right, because I was ever mak- 
ing a mental struggle to move my Iimbs. I 
believe that my affliction, mental, if you 
please, had its course to run, and as my 
faculties were retained my physical con- 
tro! returned. There is something as won- 
derful in my regaining my mind since I 
woke up as there was in the act of wak- 
ing. 

“For a while I was as a chiid, having no 
will of my own. It was under these cir- 
cumstances that a woman who claimed 
wonderful powers came and took me to 
her home. Of this I care to say nothing 
just now, as her claims are in litigation. 

“Since my recovery from the seven 
weeks’ sleep—it was forty-nine days exactly 
from the time J] lay down to the-time when 
J woke up and recognized my mother—I 
read a great deal about my case. I 
agree with one physician, that my awaken- 
ing was only a question of time: that medi- 
cine, shock or suggestion had nothing to do 
with the case; that mny trouble was sus- 
pended animation resulting from a tuber- 
cular tendency assisted by a natural mel- 
ancholia, which I at times feel and which 
is, so I am informed, known as katatonia. 

“I shall, during the remainder of my life, 
after I conclude the brief period of public 
exhibition for which I have contracted, 
seek some out-of-door and cheerful em- 
ployment, as I dread a recurrence of these 
trances or cataleptic spells—call them what 
you may—fearing that death may be so 
closely imitated that I should meet the 
horrible fate of burial alive.

KING OF SAMOA BEGS 
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Ruler of the Island Dependent Upon 
Relatives for Support. 
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MULLIGAN MAKES A REPORT 


Ex-Consul General Speaks Officially 
of the Government, Commerce, 
Products and People. 
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Washington, August 9.—The state depart- 
ment has resolved to publish the report of 
Mr. James H. Mulligan, ex-consul general 
to Samoa, uaon the government, com- 
merce, products and people of that coun- 
try, which it has hitherto held as confi- 
dential, and it will appear in the August 
volume of consular reports now in press. 

This report was submitted to the depart- 
ment in Septomber, 1895, when Mr.. Mulligan 
resigned his office, and was the expression 
of his views after a yeur's stay in the 
country. It is a lengthy document, com- 
prising nearly one hundred printed pages, 
and is valuable and interesting from al- 
most any point of view. Introducing the 
subject, Mr. Mulligan says: 

“The intervention of the United States 
in Samoan affairs, and destiny, marked an 
unprecedented and unique epoch in her 
history. It signalized a distinct, radical de- 
parture from the policy which had grown 
up with the government from its foundae 
tion. It was the first, the only occasion 
upon which she ever bound herself to 
maintain the existence of any alien power, 
great or small; the only time when, through 
the solemn compact of a treaty to which 
any other nation was a party, or in any 
other form, she assumed a share in the 
direction and control of the internal ad- 
ministration and foreign policy of an alien 
country. Samoa in its present situation pre- 
sents an object lesson to the American 
people—one that should lead to an extension 
of the policy of participation in the gover- 
mental concerns of foreign countries and 
a closer union with great powers to secure 
that influence, if the experience,here af- 
forded has been beneficial, it must exert 
great influence to conduce to its abandon- 
ment if it is found to be impolitic; one that 
above all commends itself to the serious 
study of those who in the future are to 
have the immediate direction of govern- 
mental affairs in the United States.”’ 

Hie explains that one reason for making 
the report was the receipt by him of a 
large number of letters of inquiry from 
persons in the United States, who, persuaded 
by misleading reports, express themselves 
as anxious to leave the United States, with 
all its opportunities and advantages, to 
make their homes in these islands, where 
they fallaciously suppose ‘‘a living can be 
had without exertion, and large profits 
await the application of ordinary industry 
or enterprise.’’ As a matter of fact, he 
says, the expenses of living in Samoa {is 
two or three times as great as in the 
United States. Of the workings of thé 
government under treaty, the writer says: 

“The real merits of the situation, hazcd 
in ecnflicting reports, biased by divergent 
interests, viewed from widely sepurated 
standpcints, is not to be clearly understood 
at a distance. This is a microcosm of para- 
doxes to which experience elsewhere offers 
no explanation, furnishes no solution.’’ 

Mr. Mulligan sets forth some of these 
paradoxes—that the reorganized and reign- 
ing king is dependent for support on the 
charity of that portion of his family or 
tribe which adheres to him: that foreign 
officers of his government enjoy salaries 
from its revenues far in excess of the value 
of services rendered; that when a pittance 
of his nominal salary, long in arrears, is 
doled cut to him, it comes through the 
hands of a foreign official, who exercises 
his pleasure to pay or withhold: that a 
straggling village, within and part of the 
kingdom, levies import and export duties 
on every dollar’s worth of merchandise 
brought into or shipped out of the ‘king- 
dom, lending of its revenues to the king- 
dom barely enough to pay the most meager 
expenses and the salaries of foreign offi- 
cials; that upon one officer is imposed the 
duties of treasurer of the municipality, 
treasurer of the Kingdom, adviser to the 
king, presiding officer and membcr of the 
municipal council, mayor of the town, and 
acting chief justice of the supreme court in 
absence of the regular incumbent.” 

Speaking of the irregularity of fayment 
of salaries Mr. Mulligan says: 

“Previous to the early part of the pres- 
ent wear the king had been paid nothing 
for nearly two years, during which time 
he subsisted on such gifts of taro, yams, 
money or other voluntary contributions as 
his kindred and adherents might offer. 
He was, in fact, a pauper. I was told last 
year by a friend, one of the world’s most 
distinguished names, now deceased, (evi- 
dently referring to the Yamented author, 
Robert Louis Stevenson) that he had a few 
days before received a note from this 
king pleading with him for a present of br 
credit for a little becf; that he was ac- 
tually hungry.” 

Mr Mulligan reaches the conclusion that 
the Berlin treaty is an utter and unre- 
lieved failure and that without surrender- 
ing one iota of American prestige or rights 
of the people, the United states should put 
an end to an arrangemgnt under which a 
farce is perpetuated, mgt unde no credit 
ensues. 

“A remedy is still. in 
than when the Berlin conference ass¢m- 
bled, The treaty sought to adjust difYer- 
ences, to provide government. to give peace, 
but two wars, almost five years of rebel- 
lion, stagnation and almost general, if not 
always aggressive rebellion, marked by 
two years of active hostilities, have been 
added since the treaty was proclaimed.” 

Mr. Mulligan is convinced that so far as 
the United States is really concerned the 
entire government of Samoa is «enrered 
in the harbor of Pagopagvo. The harbor 
has not been ceded to the United States: he 
says; it pOssesses only a concession fur a 
specific purpose. But he argues thet it 
should he maintained; that ‘‘whatever 
vaiue, in a naval point of view, Samoa 
possessed when the treaty of Washington 
was formulated, that importance has since 
been increased many times over.” 

The report contains abundant informa- 
tion regarding Gamoa and its interests, 
some of the figures being rather surprising. 
Its entire trade in i%94 amounted to less 
than $750,000; the total government

UNDER PIKE’S PEAK 


—_—<--— 


The Longest Tunnel in the World Xs 
Being Constructed. 
From The New York World. 

“The largest tunne) fn the world will be 
begun within ninety days. It is expected to 
have forty-eight miles tunneled before 
March ‘2, 1906, It under Pike's 
Peak, Colorailo, and Colorado 
Springs with Cripple Creek and other min- 
ing towns on the other side of the moun- 
tain. This tunnel will make all the long 
subways of Europe shrink into petty cul- 
verts, for the straight-shot main shaft is 
to be twenty-one miles. Lateral prenche# 
will make the length of the entire system 
about fifty miles. 

Beides being the longest tunnel over 
planned, it is the only one which is cut 
through gold and silver bearing quartz. 
Since the discovery of gold at Cripple 
Creek the sinking of multitudinous shafts 
makes it seem likely that an area of forty 
square miles, including Pike's ‘Peak and 
its ‘slopes, is a vast bed of rich ore. The 
gold taken out is expected to pay the cost 
of construction. 

The engineering feat of a tunnel twenty- 
one miles long at an average depth of 2,500 
feet below the surface can be imagined by 
contrasting it with the long tunnels of the 
old world, which have been looked upon as 
marvelous triumphs of human skill, The 
Simplon, now in process of construction, is 
but little over half the length of the main 
line of the Colorado enterprise. The famous 
Mt. Cenis and St. Gothard borings are 
trifling by comperison. 

At present, although Cripple Creek is but 
sixteen miles from Colorado Springs, the 
shortest route by rail is fifty-four miles. 
The road winds in a long loop around Pike's 
Peak. The straight-shot line will cut this 
down more than two-thirds, The tunnel 
will be fourteen feet wide and eighteen fect 
high. 

Besides running to Cripple Creek there 
will be several other terminals and branches 
under the richest mines now being worked. 
The system will be able to supply drainage 
to all the deep shafts and can take out ore 
very cheaply. The electric power for motor 
purposes and lighting is to be produced by 
Colorado City water works, which is 
controlled by the tunnel company. . 

Six years ago there were searcely fifty 
people in the Cripple Creek region. Today 
there are over 50,000. In 18M no one SU5- 
pected that under the grassy slopes of 
Pike’s Peak was fabulous mineral wealth. 
The gold production today is over $1,000,000 
a month. What is fully as significant asa the 
richness of the ore is the amount of it. 
The deeper the shafts are sunk the richer 
the quartz seems to be. and the veins run 
every which way, forming a tangled net- 
work. 

Some conservative mining experts predict 
that it will take vears to exhaust the sup- 
ply. The projected tunnel system is e@x- 
pected to facilitate greatly the development 
of mining in the Jower veins.
